The Bible on which Mr, McKinley to- 


day took the oath of office as President 
of -thi: United States. Is an unusually 
handsome and costly copy of the Testa- 
inentF. made especially i"or the occasion 
In Ohio and presented to the new presi- 
dent of Bishop Arnett of Wilberforce 
college, a colerede Institution in the 
Buckeye state, on behalf of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church. Its covers 
are oJ" blue morocco, with satin linings, 
white satin panels and gilt, edges. .A 
gold plate in the center will be engraved 
with the following inscirption: "Wil- 
liam McKInley. President of the United 
States of America. Inaugurated March 
d, 1897." 


The book on which he was sworn Into 


the-highest office within the gift of the 
peop!'.- ivas a matter of quite decided sen- 
timent with President Cleveland., Mr. 
Cleveland askad the privilege of being 
aworn .on a little red Bible -y/hich had 
been -given to him by his "mother In his 
boyhood, when he first left" the family 
roofuree, and he took the oath at the be- 
ginning of both of his presidential terms 
on this book, which he treasures fondly.

JAMES A. GARY, POSTMASTER GEN- 


ERAL. 


James Albert Gary, now widely 


known because of his selection as post 
master general uuder tho new adminis- 
tration, is a man who has loug been 
prominent in Maryland, where he has 
resided since his early boyhood.. Mr. 
Gary was born in Uncnsville, .Conn., in 
1S3S, from which place bis father re- 
moved to Maryland a few years later, 
taking with him his family. Young 
Gary was sent to school atEUicott City, 
Md., and af forward became a student of 
Alleahany college, Meadville, Pa. Pres- 
ident Elect McKiuley was also attend- 
ing this college, and it wa.s hero that h« 
and Gary formed the friendship that 
has lasted all the years that have inter- 
vened between that time and the pres- 
ent. 


During the war Mr. Gary was loyal 


to tbe Union. He has always been a 
stanch Republican and prominently 
identified with the interests of his party. 
The elder Gary was an extensive manu- 
facturer of cotton duck, the business of- 
fices and warehouse being located in 
Baltimore. In IS61 James A. Gary was 
admitted to the firm, and tho business 
was conducted under the name James 
S. Gary & Son. 
The active influence ot 


the new member was soon felt, and tha 
yrowth and prosperity of the business 
were most marked. In 1862 n branch 
house was opened in St. Louis, which 
gave the concern a footing in the west 
that proved most profitable. In 1870 
James A. Gary succeeded his father in 
business, and during the 26 years that 
have elapsed since he assumed control 
the business has continued to prosper. 
Among the business men of Baltimore 
he has a ''gilt edged" standing that is 
only to be .attained by years of business 
probity aud proved stability. 


For several years Mr. Gary was presi- 


dent of the Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers' association. He is now vice.presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Gas company 
nnd vice president of the Citizens' Na- 
tional br.nk. He also holds directorships 
in the Savings Bant of Baltimore,- the 
Warehouse company,- tho American. In- 
surance company, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers' Insurance company and 
the Baltimore Trust and Guaranty com- 
p;iny. 


His greatest prominence has been 
achieved in the political field, in 1B7U 
the Republicans nominated him for con- 
gress in the Fifth district. As the entire 
state of Maryland was at that time 
largely Democratic it was a foregone 
conclusion that he would be defeated. 
When nominated for governor, in 1879, 
his very handsome vote was overcome by 
tho same expected Democratic majority.

eenteel Maryland on the Republican na- 
tional committee. 


The home life of Mr. Gary has been 


In 1856 he was mar- 
rir.'d to 3Ii=s Laviuia \V. Corrie, daugh- 
ter of James Corrie, a highly respected 
citizen.

Mr. Wilson "was born in Ayrshire, 


Scotland, Aug. 16, 1S35, and came, with 
his parents, to America in 1851... The 
"\Vilsous lived first in Connecticut, re- 
moving to Iowa whcii James Wilson 
was scill iu his "teens." Tha education 
of the lad was of the common school va- 
riety, but years of 'reading and other 
self education developed his mind liber- 
ally, and by the timo he was'21 years of 
age. he was ablo to Coach school uimselt. 
This he did forannmber.of years in the 
neighborhood of Buckingham and West 
Cuiou, la. At this time young Wilson 
was very poor, and it was said that he 
often went about barefooted because he 
could not afford to wear shoes. 
How- 


ever, his frugal! habits of life'soon en- 
abled him to lay by a snug fortune, aiid 
he retired from pedagogy nnd bought a 
farm. His interest in agricultural pur- 
suits led him to devote nearly all hie 
timo to the management of his fine es- 
tate. He became prominent in all move- 
ments for bettering the condition of 
farms and farmers, and also in'the im- 
provement in the breeel of cattle! 


Recognizing his peculiar abilities, his 


neighbors elected him to the state legis- 
lature, where lie servc.d three terms. A 
few years later—in 1874, in fact—a 
larger constituency elected him to the 
Forty-fourth congress. He was ro-elecfc- 
ed for a succeeding term, and after a 
lapse .of sis years was again sent to 
Washington, this time as "a, member of 
the Forty-eighth congress, 
.. " 


At the close of his congressional ca- 


reer he returned to his home in-Iowa. 
and again centered his attention upon 
his beloved hobby, agriculture. Besides 
the management of his magnificent farm 
ho found leisnre to devote much time to 
assisting tho researches of agricultural 
societies and writing largely for agri- 
cultural publications. 


In further recognition, of his worth 


nnd usefulness in his chosen field of ef- 
fort, Mr. Wilson was mada professor of 
agriculture-in the University of Iowa, 
at Ames.

Chief among the favors political for- 


tune has bestowed upon me. I count that 
of having been the associate—and of 
having known something of the friend- 
ship—of the men with whsis: I have so 
long held oflicial relation In this cham- 
ber. To have been the presiding officer 
of thin august body Is an honor of \vhlch 
even the most illustrious citizen might 
be proud. I am persuaded that no oc- 
cupant of th is chair, during the 10S years 
oi! our constitutional history, ever en- 
tered upon the discharge of the duties 
pertaining to this office more deeply im- 
pressed with a sense of the responsi- 
bilities Imposed, or with a higher ap- 
preciation of the character and dignity 
of the great legislative assembly.

The preliminary experiments being sat- 


isfactory, preparations wero made to souil 
the kite the full length of tho wire string. 
Tlio balls.containing tho explosive were 
attached to thu tail and the grcac kite was 
started out. There was a stiff breaze blow- 
ing, 
orjd tho icoastor kite was aeon sailing 


out over the ocean, bucfoi1 above tho wa- 
ter. 


The wire string was paid out until tht 


kite was fully a mile away. Then the two 
ends o£ cho twisted wire were handed ovei 
to the electrician. 
He attached tho wires 


to big battery and prepfl-cd to sand nn elec- 
tric current through tha wire string and 
talfof tho kite to tho bulls which contained 
the explosive.

wa= pulled up nnd tlien rammed down 
again. 


Within n few seconds there was a deafen- 


ing report, but not so loud a one as waa 
beard when the mines were . exploded on 
the'beach.

doubt was loft lu trio mluds of anyone who 
saw it ns to what would have been tho fate 
of a body ol troops had the explosion drop- 
ped from the kito fallen upon them. 


Two of the Cubans present wero especial- 


ly interested In tho operation of the kito, 
I woa told that they were really getting in- 
structions for doing.tho work, for they In- 
tend to take similar kltegncd explosives to 
Cuba for operation against the Spanish 
forces in tho flelj." As a means of.warfaro 
it seemed to bo most destructive, and who 
the experiments were ended there wen. 
general congratulations all around.—Nevi 
York Herald. .

The success of tho referendum is <le- 


peudent on the political fvcodom of 
these wiio use it, and it bas bc-cn ili-ni- 
custrattd beyond cavil tbat men's po- 
litical freedom is absolutely dcpciidt-nt 
on their t'conomic freedu^i. Bur, broad- 
ly speaking, economic; freedom is tl;o 
very thing sough;-, to bo attained by 
means of the referendum, and the ques- 
tion is. How ean economic slaves, auJ 
coiiHcquently political slaves, u»e tha 
referendum so as to deliver themselves 
from bondage? 


The referendum comes out of the same 


hole it went, in at. 


The couclnsious of the direct logisht- 


ticiuisls arc founded upon im eiitin'ly 
wrong premise; they have assumed con- 
ditions which positively do not exist in 
this cmintry. • 


Tho referendum presupposes tlie cx- 


isteiico of a free people. 
It assumes tc 


deal with a people who are free to vote 
as they see fit; who have not only Ihe 
requisite intelligence bnt also tbe lib- 
erty to consider all questious submitted 
to them on their merits and who wil] 
cast their votes from convictions arrived 
at froiu this standpoint. 
Whenever llit; 


problem to be solved i= complicated bv 
tbe introduction of factors which ren- 
ders tiiis assumption erroneous, then, the 
efficacy of the referendum is destroyed, 
ucd it cannot work out its legitimate 
results. 


The extent to which political coercion 


has already been carried in this country 
is well known to us. 
\Ve know that al- 


ready thousands of workiugmm, con- 
fronted by tbt) gaunt specter of idleness 
rind i-onsc-quent starvation, have l.-ei-u 
coerced into casting their ballots iu fa- 
vor of laws and policies in which they 
did not believe. They have voted square- 
ly aLrainst their convictions, beeausii 
•warned tljat if they diu. not do so they 
were indanccv of beinjj: east oiV by thus^ 
who gi-acic, iiy permitted them to work 
(although their miserable wages barely 
miswcred to keep life -in their wretched 
bodies), to become paupers or (ramps or 
perhaps tc; die. 


Hen whose votew can be controlled in 


this way arc not the sort of persons to 
consider questions of law upon their 
merits. They are in no condition to rev- 
olutionize our industrial 
system by 


means of the referendum, because thi-y 
cannot uso ic, any more than they eau 
use our present politieiil ma'.-hinery, ex- 
cept to accomplish the \vill of theirmas- 
ters, aud it will adapt itself to the mas- 
ters' jiec-ds quite as readily as or.r pres- 
ent machinery. Spesiing of this reform, 
Mr. "W. D. Mc.Crackeu says: 


"Consider the educational effect ol 


an institution which obliges every voter 
to investigate and pass judgment upon 
hills submitted to him. Howmuc-h move 
likely it is under, such circumstances 
that legislation will be treated on its 
merits and not -with a view toward 
keeping a certain party or certain per- 
sons in power. Then think how the ref- 
erendum invests the individual votei 
with a new dignity and how' it adds (c 
the collective sovereign people tlie maj- 
esty of final appeal, of which our repre- 
sentative system, as at- present consti- 
tuted, deprives them."

oppression in the hands of vmsornpuloni' 
manipulators. There is further tho EC | 
called "white trash" of the sontli. an 
element vastly different from the toilers 
of the east, north or west. There arc 
also the immigrants from all quarter: 
of the globe, of Anglo-Saxon, Teutonic, 
Slavic, Latin, Hebrew, Mongolian de- 
scent. Impossible it must .seem to treat 
all those elements as a compact and co- 
hesive whole. As yet they are barely 
more than fragments. Still, tlie great 
overshadowing object of all organiza- 
tion work must be to bring them to- 
gether into a community cf interests 
and action. From this point of view tlie 
methods cf labor organization iu Ameri- 
ca present- ei-cceedinglj' interesting prob- 
lems for study. 


Or let us look at our factory legisla- 


tion and. our arrangements for instruc- 
tive labor statistics. Almost every Hate 
of the union differs in this respect Iroro 
every other state. Tho situation well 
uigli resembles chaos. The gathering of 
trustworthy and useful labor statistics 
is frequently intrusted to political par- 
tisans, whose work reminds us of tht 
epigram, "Figures do not lie, but liars 
do figure." 


Groat Britain, 
Switzerland, even 


France and Germany, are iu many re- 
spects ahead of u.s in eflicient and pro- 
tective factory legislation. The way in 
which many of our states have approach- 
ed tho problem of tramps and vagrants 
shows how little our legislators know 
abont tho economic forces which in.ove 
socjety. The antivagranoy enactments 
vary from brutal punitive measures to 
weakly and impotent palliatives—no- 
where an effort to go to the root ot 
things aud ctop the sources of tramp 
manufacture by creating opportunities 
for all willing hands. 


I need hardly say anything about, put 


land question, or the monopolies and 
trusts and their effects upon the work- 
ing people. Everybody is nowadays 
waking up to the tremendous impor- 
tance <jf these economic influences. 


But I want to say a, word about the 


dangers of leaving our institutions foi 
higher educational work to tho tender 
mercies of so called . philanthropists. 
Science must bo free; and untrammeied 


j or it- no longer is science. It turns into 


apology or sycophancy. When the views 
of millionaire benefactors must be re- 
garded by the teacher in his chair, when 
disobedience 
means dismissal, 
then 


science becomes merely the meek, hand- 
maid of wrong and oppression. Tbe 
people themselves, through their organ, 
the state, must tidce control of our col- 
leges, if they waut to see them act as 
true guiding stars to knowledge. Othcr-

Heights in South Boston such redoubt- 
able earthworks that Gen. Howe becom- 
ing frightened, withdrew froai the city 
and sailed to Halifax. 


Today in the legislature the committee 


on military affairs gives a hearing on a, 
resolve "that there be allowed and paid 
out of tho treasury of,the commonwealth 
a sum of money to be expended nnder the 
direction or the governor and council for 
the erection of a monument on Dorches- 
ter Heights, South Boston, to commemo- 
rate the gallant and magnificent wort of 
Gen. George Washington and his small 
army in constructing a redoubt thereon 
•which so alarmed, the British under Gen. 
Howe as to compel them to immediately 
evacuate Boston and retire to Halifax, 
this being the first great American vic- 
tory of the revolution." 


Dorehester Heights as it exists today is 


but a small part of Dorchester Heights of 
a century ago. At that time it embraced 
what is now known as Thomas park and 
the reservoir, as well as the lull on .which 
is located the Perkins Institution for the 
Blind. It was along here that the famous 
redoubt was erected at the sight of which 
the British army were alarmed and after 
a futile attempt to dislodge Washington 
and his men evacuated tho city.

JAMES A. GARY, POSTMASTER GEN- 


ERAL. 


James Albert Gary, now widely 


known because of hia selection as post 
master general under the new adminis- 
tration, is a man who has long beon 
prominent in Maryland; where ho has 
resided since his early boyhood. Mr. 
Gary was born in Uncasville, Conn., in 
1838, from which placo his father re- 
moved to Maryland a few years later, 
taking with him his family. Young 
Gary was sent to school at Ellicott City, 
Md., 
and afterward became a student ol 


Allcghnny college, Meadville, Pa. Pres- 
ident Elect McKinley was also attend- 
ing this college, and it -"/as here that he 
and Gary formed the friendship thai 
has lasted all tho years that have inter, 
veiled between that time and the pres- 
ent. 


During the war Mr. Gary was loyal 


to the Union. He boa always been a 
stanch. Republican and prominently 
identified with tha interests of his party. 
Thc elder Gary was an extensive manu- 
facturer of cotton duck, the business of- 
fices and warehouse being located in 
Baltimore. In 1S61 James A. Gary was 
admitted to the firm, aiid the business 
was conducted, under the name James 
S. Gary & Son. 
The active influence ot 


the new member was soou felt, and thu 
\-.ro\vth :md prosperity of the business 
were most marked. In 1862 a brauch 
house . was opened in St. Louis, which 
gave the concern a footing in the west 
that proved most profitable. In 1870 
James A. Gary succeeded his father iu 
business, and during thc 26 years that 
have elapsed since ho assumed control 
the business has continued to prosper. 
Among tho business men of Baltimore 
he has a '-'gilt edged" standing that is 
only to be attained by years of business 
probity and proved stability, 


For several years Mr. Gary was presi- 


dent of tho Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers' association. He is now vice presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Gas company 
aud vice president of the Citizens' Na- 
tional b;ink. Ho also holds directorships 
in the Savings Bank of Baltimore, the 
WarehouKO company, Hie American In- 
surauce company, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers' Insurance company and 
the Baltimore Trust and Guaranty com- 
pany. 


His greatest prominence has been 
achieved in the political Held, in !S7a 
the Republicans nominated him fcr con- 
gress in the Fifth district. As tho entire 
state of Maryland was at that tima 
largely Democratic it was a foregone 
couclusiou that he would be defeated. 
When nominated for governor, in 1S70, 
his very handsome vote was overcome by 
'the same expected Democratic majority. 


Mr. Gary has been a delegate to every 


national convention of his party since 
1S72, and from 1880 to 1S9G iias repre- 
sented Maryland on the Republican na- 
tional committee. 


Tho home lifo of Mr. Gary has been 


quiet and happy. In 1S5G ho waa mar- 
ried to Miss Lavinia Vf. Corrie, daugh- 
ter of James Corrie, a highly respected 
citizen. Seven daughters and one con 
were the fruits of this uuiou. The son, 
E. Stau'ey Gary, ia now junior partnei 
in the old firm. 


JUDGE JOSEPH K'KENNA, SECRETARY 


OF THE INTERIOR. 


Judge Joseph McKeuua of California, 


in President McKiuley's cabinet 03 sec- 
retary of tho interior, is a native ol 
Philadelphia. Ho. was born Aug. 10, 
1843, and removed with his parents tc 
Benicia, Gal., in 1853. His education, 
commenced in tho public schools ol 
Philadelphia, WRS completed at tht 
Benicia Collcsiate institute, now St. 
Augustine college, where he studied law. 
He was admitted to tho bar in 1805, 


i end in the samo year, at tho age of 22, 


I was elected district attorney of Solanc 


county, the duties of which office ho dis- 
charged faithfully for four years. 


In 1375 he was elected to tho Cali- 


fornia legislature. 
While serving his 


constituents in this capacity he made n 
reputation for himself as champion oi 
tlie public school system, then Buffering 
seriously from sectarian attacks. In tilt 
following year he was nominated foi 
congress, but was defeated by a small 
majority. His friends were determined, 
however, that their "champion should 
have a seat in congress, so they contin- 
ued to push young McKemia for the 
office, and finally, in 1884, he was elect- 
ed by a handsome majority. In 18SS he 
was again nominated aud elected, and 
iu 1890 the sama honor.was conferred 
upon him.

death of'Judge Lorenzo Sawyer.

Ho ifi not a native of Amer- 
ica, but from the timo ho was 16 years 
old his life-and work have been, devoted 
to tha'interests of hia adopted country, 
and particularly in. the line of her agri- 
cultural development.

Mr. Wilson- was born in Ayrshire, 


Scotland, Aug. 16, 1835, and came, •with 
hia parents, to America in. 1851. Tho 
Wilsous lived first in Connecticut, re- 
moving to Iowa when James 'Wilson 
was still in hia "teens." The education 
of tho lad was of the common school va- 
.riety, but years of reading and other 
self education developed hia mind liber- 
ally, and by the timo he was 31 years of 
ago he was able to teacli school hiih.iielr. 
This he did forannmber of years in the 
neighborhood of Buckingham and West 
Gmoii, Ia. At this time .young Wilson 
was very poor, and it was said that he 
often -went'about barefooted because ha 
could not afford to wear shoes. How- 
ever, his frugal habits of life soon en- 
abled him to lay by a'suug.fortunp, and 
ho retired from pedagogy and bought a 
farm. His interest iu agricultural pur- 
suits led him to devote nearly all his 
time to tho management of his fine es- 
tate. He became proiaineiit in all move- 
ments for bettering tho condition of 
farms and farmers, and .also in the im- 
provement in tho breed of cattle. 


Recogniziug his peculiar abilities, his 


neighbors elected him to the state legis- 
lature; where he served three terms. A 
few years later—in 1874, .in fact—a 
larger constituency elected him to tho 
Forty-fourth congress. He was re-elect- 
ed for a succeeding term, aud after n 
.lapse of six years was again sent to 
Washington, this time as a member of 
the Forty-eighth congress. 


At the close of his congressional ca- 


reer he returned to his home in.Iowa 
and again centered his attention upon 
his beloved hobby, agriculture. Besides 
tho management of his magnificent farm 
ho found leisure to devote much time to 
assisting the researches of agricultural 
societies aud writing largely for agri- 
cultural publications. 


In further recognition of his worth 


and usefulness, iu. his clioseri field of ef- 
fort, Mr. Wilson was made professor of 
agriculture iu tho University of Iowa, 
at Amea. 


Personally Mr. Wilsou is quite popu- 


lar. Ho is au cosy and fluent talker in 
public or private, nud is said to make 
friends merely by his pleasing and nn- 
affected manner.

Tho success of tho referendum ia de- 


pendent on the political fi-ecdom ol 
those who uso it, and it has been dem- 
onstrated lieycud cavil that men's po- 
litical freedom is absolutely dependent 
on their economic freedoia. Bur, broad- 
ly fipcakiug, economic- freedom is the 
very tiling sought to be attained by 
niecns of tho referendum, and tho ques- 
tion is, How can economic slaves, and 
consequently political slaves, use tlia 
referendum so as to deliver themselves 
£ro:u bondage? 


The referendum comes out of thosama 


hole, it went in ut. 


Tho conclusions of tho direct legisla- 


tiouists are founded upon an entirely 
wrong premise; they have assumed con- 
ditions which positively do not exist in 
this couixry. 


Tho referendum presupposes the ex- 


istence of u free people. 
It assumes tc 


deal with a people v/ho tire free to vote 
as they sec fit; who have not only the 
requisite intelligence but td=o thti lib- 
erty to consider all questions submitted 
to them on their merits and who "will 
cast their votes from convictions arrived 
at froc; this standpoint. 
\Vhenever the 


problem to be solved is complicated Ly 
the introduction of factors which ren- 
ders this assumption erroneous, then the 
efficacy of tho referendum is destroyed, 
luid it cannot work out itH legi'imats 
results. 


The extent to which political coercion 


has already been carried in this country 
is well known to us. We know that al- 
ready thousands of workingmcn, con- 
fronted by the gaunt specter of idleness 
und consequent starvation, have been 
rjoeresd into casting their ballots in fa- 
vor of laws and policies in -which they 
didnot believe. They havavoted square- 
ly against their convictions, because 
warned tlir.t if thoy did not do so they 
were ic d.-.:r,-cr of being cast off by those 
• who graci^..=ly permitted them to work 
(although their miserable wages barely 
answered to keep life in their wretched 
bodies), to become paupers or tramps ol 
perhaps to die. 


Hen whoso votes can bo controlled in 


this -way are not the sort of persons to 
consider questions of law upon their 
merits. They are in no condition to rev- 
olutionize our industrial system by 
means of the referendum, because they 
cannot use it, any more than they can 
use oar present political ma'.-hincry, ex- 
cept to accomplish die will of their mas- 
ters, and it will adapt irself to the mas- 
ters' needs quite as readily as our pres- 
ent machinery. Speaking of this reform, 
Mr. V,". D. McCrackcu says: 


"Consider iho educational effect ol 


an institution which obliges every voter 
to investigate and pass judgment npou 
bills submitted to him. How much more 
likely ic is under snch circumstances 
that legislation will he treated on it- 
merits and not with u viev,- toward 
keeping a certain parry or certain per- 
sons in power. Then think how the ref- 
erendum invests the individual voter 
•with a .new dignity and ho\v it adds to 
the collective sovereign people the maj- 
esty of final appeal, of which our repre- 
sentative system, as at present consti- 
tuted, deprives them." 


All of -which is very fine, and might 


rsnlly bo sensible if "the collective sov- 
ereign people" to which' it is applied 
vrrc rtally "sovereign," Lut wlieii \ve 
reflect that the few large properly own- 
ers and the corporations are the real 
"sovereigns" of America such language 
n* tho above sinks to its proper level 
and becomes mere meaningless plati- 
tude. It is idle to talk of the "dignity'1 
of tho individual voter when that voter 
exists in bondage. The slave will neve,, 
be di;r::ified in his own behalf. He is 
ever the cringing tool of hi? ;na.-.ter. Let 
us CCLISC prating about "dignity" and 
talk ri little more ubout freedom. In his 
childish attempts to be dignilied the 
American workiugman is likely to for- 
get that ho is made in the image of a 
man. 


We. are asked to consider the success 


of the referendum in Switzerland, but, 
even granting that all said atont tho 
success of the Swiss referendum is true, 
I am still convinced thnt our American 
direct legislaiionists make a. gr;md mis- 
take in drawing conclusions from prem- 
ises founded in Swiss experience. Thero 
is scarcely a parallel between the condi- 
tion of the Swiss people and those of 
America. In the first place, capit;dism 
has never been able to attain the de- 
velopment in Switzerland that it has 
here; the topography and resources of 
the country are altogether against it. It 
lias an area of less than 10,000 square 
miles—about one-fourth as large as tho 
state of Florida—more than two-thirds 
of which does not supply grain enough 
to feed its inhabitants. Only 11 per cent 
of tho whole area of the country is 
arable land

Early in tho coming year thcro is 


every probability that this country will 
be visited by the es-president of Chile, 
Vice Admiral JorjeUontt. The Chilean 
constitution prohibits any president of 
the republic leaving tho cocutry|witLiin 


ta-liziug slavery, cowed and terrorized, 
only too often innocent tools of economic 
oppression in the hands of unscrupulous 
manipulators. There is further the so 
called'''white trash" of the sontli, an 
element vastly different I'rcrn the toilers 
of the east, north or west. There arc 
also the immigrants from all quarter- 
of the globe, of Anglo-Saxon, Teutonic, 
Slavic, Latin, Hebrew, Mongolian de- 
scent. Impossible it must seem to treat 
all those elements as a compact und co- 
hesive -whole. As yet they are barely 
rnora than fragments. Still, tho f;reat 
overshadowing object of all organiza- 
tion work must be to bring them to- 
gether into a community of interests 
and action. From this point of view thc 
methods of labor organization in Ameri- 
ca present exceedingly interesting prob- 
lems for study. 


Or let us look at onr factory legisla- 


tion and our arrangements for instruc- 
tive labor statistics. Almost every state 
of the union differs in this respect from 
every other state. The situation well 
nigh resembles chaos. The gathering oi 
trustworthy and useful labor statistics 
is frequently intrusted (o poetical par- 
tisans whoso work reminds us .of tut 
epigram, "Figures do not lie, but liars 
do figure."

When this time 
comes, individuals may not bo able to 
escape." 


Representative Dockery of Missouri 


made this statement with the utmost 
earnestness. "At this session. " he said, 
"about 
$515,000,000 will^B appro- 


priated. This, added to the iippropria- I 
tions of tho last session, will bring tho ' 
total amount of direct appropriations by ' 
this congress to tho enormous aggregate ! 
of at least §1,030,000,000."

Mr. Dockery said that this was bad , 


enough in itself, but tho people could j 
not realize the whole evil of this riotous 
expenditure until they began to realize 
that there seemed to be no way of check- 
ing it. 


"There Is no organization in tha 


house," ha said "to curb extravagance. 
The committee on appropriations is not 
directed by any rule to look after this ! 
matter. No other committee is interest- j 
ed. If anybody stands in the way of a I 
raid on tho treasury, he is considered mi-! 
gracious, and unexpected antagonisms 
confront his bills, no matter what their 
character.

"Tho people themselves will have to 


look after this. Hark this prediction: 
Two years from now tho hou/ie will be , 
Democratic by 150 majority, and in | 
three years tho senate will have a Dem-' 
ccratic majority." 


Mr. Dockery added that tho commit- 


tee on ways and means was just now 
wrestling with, the problem of inade- 
quate revenue and excessive expendi- 
tures. 


"It is seeking, new sources of in- 


come, " he said, ' 'to meet the difficulty. 
In my judgment, the time is not far off 
when the public conscience will be so 
aroused that the representatives of tha 
people will he forced to reduce expendi- 
tures rather than to increase taxation.

This increase ol i 
public expenditures is almost wholly 
abnormal and out of proportion to the 
increase of population, to the require- 
ments of business and to the necessities 
of an honest and frugal administration.'' 


Mr. Dockery, asked to give figures I 


showing the increase in the cost of run- 
ning the government, said: 


"The average annual actual expendi- 


tures for each fiscal year from 1875 to 
1888, inclusive, for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government, not counting 
payments on tho public debt and pay- 
ments out of postal revenues, were only 
$257,868,714. The average for the same 
purposes from 1888 to 1896, inclusive, ! 
was §348,487,499—that ig, the average ' 
annual increase of expenditures in the 
last eight years has been $00,573,785, or 
an aggregate increase of the stupendous 
sum.of 3724,590,toO in eight years as 
compared with the preceding 14'years." j 


These expenditures, counting in the ! 


postal outlays and tho requirements oi 
tho public debt, coll for about $600,000,- 
000 each year—one-third of the whola 
volume of our money in actual circula- 
tion.

make upon wealth lis such. On the con- 
trary, it recognizes that that acc.umula- 
tion of wealth which is simply the saved . 
surplus of earnings over-cxpeuditures is j 
one of the primary conditions of human ; 
progress and one of the cornerstones of j 
what is called civilization. Nor has the I 
Post-Dispatch any quarrel with rich 
men -as such. It beliovea that tho con- 
centration of -wealth in thc hands of a 
class, and especially tho piling up of the 
colossal fortunes ..that tire 'among the 
moat startling phenomena of the present 
century, is proof positive of discrimi-i 
uatiug laws and of a vitiated public 
opinion. At tho same time it realizes 
that even a rich man who misuses hia 
wealth is not a plutocrat, nor does an 
aggregation of rioh men in a community 
coustitntu a plutocracy 


\Vhat, then, is a plutocrat? A pluto- 


crat is u man who aims by the use ol 
money in politics to attain a position ol 
power and influence whicnhe could uol 
attain in any other way, which he' 
could not .attain, for example, by intel- 
lectual force, .public service, or persona] 
popularity. A plutocrat is a man whose 
cardinal doctrine of political faith ia 
that money is power. xThe practical de-, 
duction from this doctrine is that powei j 
should be lodged in the hands that pas-! 
sess money. And as money is the most i 
exolusive and arrogant 
of despots,"] 


where money is accepted . as the proper' 
source of power it is apt to be regarded 
as the solo source. Hence a plutoorai. 
looks upon those who gain powei 
through any other agencies than m'qney 
as vulgar usurpers, to be . dispossessed ' 
and trampled under foot as soon as the; 
can bo reached. 


It follows that a plutocrat is by na: 
ture, by habit of thought and by his 
conception of political forces hostile to '• 
any popular or democratic form of gov-'i 
ernment because popular or democratic , 
government means rule by the majority, I 
and the plutocrat well knows ' that ac- 
cumulations of money large enough to 
constitute controlling power never find 
their way into the'hands of a majority 
of the people. If they did, the value , 
which he places upon money and riches 
would be greatly lessened. It is the con- 
sciousness that he belongs to a small 
class enjoying special privileges thai 
gives Him his greatest satisfaction in i 
the possession of money and power. 
I 


We hope this is clear. A plutocrat is ] 


a man who depends upon money alone , 
for political place and influence, who j 
cannot understand the accomplishment | 
of anything without money. 'A plutoc-j 
racy exists in any community which is | 
ruled by men who have obtained theii 
power through the use or misuse oi 
money.
